INSATIABLE INTEREST 


No Difficulties Put in Way of 
Men Seeing the Sights 
There, 


Montreal, Nov, 19.—The Gazette this 
morning publishes another letter from 
a correspondent with the Canadian 
| contingent a( Saiishury dated Noyem- 
ber 3. Jt follows: 

“One of the Canadian soldiers ob- 
served today that Salisbury Plain is 
“some mud” and the truth of it has to 
be admitted. Not only is the prevall- 
ing wet weather making life under can- 
vass one prolonged serics of discom- 
forts, but it is seriously  interfcilng 
with the training of the troops. The 
passage of huge motors and traction 
engines employed in the transportation 
of stores and war material is helping 
to make quagmire cf the plain so that 
troops in most of the camps are at 
Umes almost knee deep in mud, Small 
wonder that all ranks are eagerly look- 
ing forward to the completion of the 
Winter huts, which it is hoped will be 
ready about the 2th instant. 

Canteens Become Wet. 

“The canteens have become “wet” 
since General Alderson assumed com- 
mand, They are opened for limited 
periods twice daily, from noon till 1 
pan, and from 6:30 to 8:80 pm. In 
some camps the beer retailed must be 
consumed “on the premises” and can- 
not be taken away in a flask to the 
tents. The size and conduct of the can- 
teens also ts such that the danger of 
midividuals procuring more beer than 
is good for them has been reduced to a 
minimum, Within the limited pertods 
during which beer may be sold, with- 
in the narrow limits of tho buildings in 
which it is sold and with hundreds of 
men awaiting their turn to get a drink 
opportunities for abusing the privi- 
lege are difficult to find. A few cases 
have occurred in which outsiders have 
been arrested for endeavoring to smur- 
gle Wquor into the camps and sell the 
same clandestinely during hours when 
the official canteens are closed, but 
the milltary have handed the cuiprits 
over to the clvil authorities and they 
have been prosecuted for selling Hquor 
without a Hcense, an offense the pen- 
allies for which are severe. 

Garden of Eden. 

“Nearly all the tents have been chris- 
tened by their occupants, One is called 
“The Garden of Eden,” another “Para- 
dise” and a third bears the more 
homely title of “The Pir and Whistle” 
borrowed from a popular hostelry in 
the neighborhood of Amesbury, On 
the outskirts of the camp of each bat- 
tallon are the horse lines. Many of the 
horses have not yet regained fitness 


after the voyage, but the few which 
have died are an insignificant per- 
centage of the total number brought 


from Canada, War material still comes 
daily into camp from Amesbury whith- 
er it has been brought from the trans- 
ports lying at Plymouth. 

“Whenever the weather permits, 
route marching is ordered for as many | 
units as possible, and the Cunadians 
can then be seen swinging across the 
plain, 

Confused by Currency. 

“At first my fingers were hoplessly |

“Officers and men experience no dit- 
ficulty in obtaining leave from caiup, 
men whose conduct and attention to 
duty has been satisfactory often ob- 
taining as much as seven days leave, 
with the possibility of an extension 
for one or two days more. Those who 
have no friends in this country to 
visit and who do not wish to se Lon- 
don just yet, seem to take an insatiable 
interest in the antiquities of Sallabury 
Plain and towns in its vicinity, the 
Druidical remains at Stonehenge, Sal- 
isbury cathedral, the ancient churches 
of Shrewton and Amesbury and the old 
Gibbet at the cross roads on the De- 
vizes road.” 


DENIES THAT BRITISH 
TROOPS USED DUM-DUMS 
BUT SAYS GERMANS DID 


London Nov. 19. The war office last 
nicht isrued a statement denying Ger- 
man allegations that the British 
troops have used dum-dum or soft- 
nosed bullets, but maintaining that 
these kinds of missiles have been used 
by the Germans. 

The statements describes the Brit- 
ish German service ammunition as 
very similer, the bullets being pointed 
with steel and the envelope coated 
with cupro nickel covering the core ex- 
cept at the base and conforming with 
the provisions of the Hague conven- 
tion. 

The statement concludes: “There is, 
however, clear evidence that  Ger- 
{ many has not confined herself solely 
jto this unobjectionable ammunition. 
Her troops in both Togoland and 
France have besa proved to have used 
bullets with a soft core and an enve- 
jlope not entirely covering the core 
with the tip of the bullet expanding 
ra expressly prohibited by The 
Hague convention.
